Another object of Lord Grey's motion is to ascer- 
tain what difference there is between large and smal! 
constituencies in respect to the numbers who vote 
at contested elections. In small constituencies almost 
every man records his vote; in large, sometimes only 
one-half the voters appear at the poll. When the 
constituencies become still larger, the middle and 
higher classes will altogether refrain, and Mr- 
Bright's five-pounders will have the election to them- 
selves. As it is, in large boroughs few care to 
thwart the will of the mob, and the respectable por- 
tion of the constituency is practically disfranchised. 
When the 15,000 five- pounders of Birmingham, the 
16,000 of Manchester, and the 17,000 of Liverpool, 
are added to the roll, few, indeed, will care to brave 
the wrath of this political trades union. 

A third point embraces “the means by which 
“ elections, in every large constituency, are 
“determined, and the expense incurred in con- 
“ducting them.” The question of “ means” will 
bring out the fact that bribery is most flagi- 
tious, and corruption more common in large 
than in small constituencies. It is reasonable 
to suppose that if £10 voters could be exten- 
sively bribed, £5 voters will be more anxious still 
to “make something of their privileges“ There is 
nothing in the nature of a five pound franchise to 
render purity certain and corruption impossible. 
History of all ages teaches us this fact, that in pro- 
portion as you lower the standard requisite for 
political power, so in proportion do you increase 
not only recklessness, but corruption. 

There is nothing in Lord Grey's motion which is 
unreasonable, and the Government was compelled 
to assent to it. We shall then have some data on 
which to proceed, or, at least, such as will serve as 
a basis for computation. The very idea of any 
examination has alarmed the party which gives its 
adherence to Mr. Bright. His Reform Association 
is to meet on ‘Tuesday, to organise a renewed agita- 
tion throughout the country. It is clear there must 
be danger in any measure which its advocates wil! 
not allow to be examined. 

Mr. Chadwick has published a series of tables— 
founded on the Government statistica—which com 
pletely destroy the pretences on which their Bill is 
founded. Lord John professes to grant the franchise 
on the basis of property as well as numbers. If so, 
then the counties should have four times a greater 
number of representatives than the boroughs. The 
„voting claim” of the counties averages 42, while 
that of boroughs averages only 19. Again, Mr. 
Chadwick has proved that the boroughs proposed to 
be enfranchived or disfranchised by lard John's Bill 
are precisely those which, on the Government statis- 
ties, should not be the subject of either operation. 

It is not at allimprobable that the £5 clause wes 
assented to by Lord Palmerston in order to ensure 
the rejection of the Bill. The Conservative party 
saw through the ruse, and would not incur popular 
anger hy doing the work of the Whigs in rejecting 
the Bill. It is a Whig—the true father of Reform— 
who has proposed this motion, which will destroy the 
Reform Bill, by exhibiting the peril it involves to 
the country.

This vessel, which draws two 
fect of water, is 250 feet long and 30 feet beam, and is 
propeH™ by two high pressure engines of 200 horse 
power nominal, but working up to ahoyt 600 actual 
horse p wer. Tue speed attained on the trial trip was 
about 14 miles an houp, with Al to 82 revolutions of 
the wheels per minute, but as many as 36 revolutions 
per minute were obtained for partof the time. The 
engines are formed with inclined cylinders, of 26 inches 
diameter, and 6 feet stroke ; and the pressure of the 
steam is 100lhs. per square inch, The steam is supplied 
by four boilers, on the locomotive principle, of great 
strength. The vessel is trussed, both longitudinally and 
transversely, with wroughtiron pipes, which are effec- 
tive in withstanding both extension and compression 
As this vessel has more power anda lighter draught of 
water than any now upon the Ganges, and a higher 
rate of speed, her establishment upon that river is 
looked forward to with great interest. The Jumna, a 
sister vessel, is ao nearly ready, and these vessels, it le 
expected, will inaugurate a new era in the navigation 
of the Vianges, as combining greater power and speed 
and a lighter draught of water than any hitherto intro- 
duced upon any of the Indian rivers,

The 
respondent relied on a written agreement between him 
and his uncle, bearing date 24th April, 1858, in which the 
latter stated that, having given to his nephew, 
Thomas Neilson Underwood, a cheque on the Bank of Ire- 
and for £1,700, and having also put to his credit th re a 
sum ef about £45000, the nephew agreed to invest the 
same in his own name in profitable land, paying at least 5 
per cent., with a house, in which the petitioner, his sister, and 
the respondent coul reside, and that until this was done, the 
money should ve placed so as to pay interest sufficient to en- 
able petitioner to supply the honse, and the respondent to 
prosecute his profession. The petitioner, however, alleged 
that he did not anderstand the purport or effect of this docu- 
ment when he signed it, and that if he did be would net 
have done so without obtaining proper professional advice. 
The respondent accounted for the non-investment of the 
money in the purchase of a house and land, by stating that 
it was difficult to procure the desc: iption of property required, 
but that negocictions which had been nearly concluded for 
the purchase of a property in the county of Sligo were ren- 
dered abortive in con equence of a technical difficulty arising 
in reference to the ejrctment ofatenant.

ROLLS COURT—Yesterpar, 
Canning v. Sconlan. 

This was an appeal from a decision of one of the Masters

And the other was becauss he 
(the Archdeacon) was one of those who knew how to 
be brief. He hoped to be able to express in a very few 
words the deep interest which the country auxiliaries 
felt in that most valuable society. It was matter for 
much tha ness, indeed, that they were able at the 
close of another year to the still advancing in- 
come of their Church Missionary Society. Buta few 
days past he had been privileged to .— the adop- 
tion of the report of the Society for Conversion of the 
Jews, and to congratulate the friends of that body on 
the increased importance and extent of its operations. 
Now be came forward, by anether great 
privilege, td ask them to congratulate one another on 
the increased interest felt in the cause of sending out 
the Goepel amongst the Gentiles ; and for himself he 
would say that, while he felt deeply attached to the 
society which sent forth its missionaries on behalt of 
the Jew, he also was warmly interested in that which 
did the same for the Gentile. He had taken the liber- 
ty, some time since, of threwing outa suggestion to the 
clergy, and he wished to repeat what he then gave 
expression to. He recommended that the subject of 
the missionary should be brought under the notice of 
every parish by ite own clergyman, for he found that 
although much had been done, there was report 
but of 350 pulpits occupied in the cause, and 250 
meetings held within the year. This was but smal! 
work, where so much remained and was able to be 
done. If from every pulpit in every parish the cause 
was made known, he thought they would be able, at 
the close of another year, to congratulate the society on 
its income, not by hundreds, but he might almost pro- 
phesy by thousands. But while thus it had been in- 
creasing in a pecuniary respect, the report concluded 
by an expression of regret that the same did not hold 
good with regard to contributions of a still more valu- 
able kind—namely, missionary men. He did sincerely 
trust that the spirit of the Lord would — ms aon gut 
on their congregatiens, on their Christian in nisters at 
home, and oa the youth of England's universities; 50 
that, at the termination of another year, it would be 
found that many had come forward, and yast assistance 
was rendered in the great work which the society was 
cerrving on. (Applause.) 

The Bey. George Knox, of Madras, seconded the re- 
solution. He was cure that all who had heard the re- 
port read would heartily agree with the resolution for 
its adoption. The details which it contained of the 
operations of the Church Missionary Society should, he 
felt assured, be such as to commend themselves to the 
understanding and to the heart of every human being 
that had listened to them. Ile said to the “ under- 
standing” of everyone, provided it had heen enlightened, 
and to the heart, provided it had been warmed by the in- 
fluence of the Holy Spirit. He came forward with much 
delight for the purpose of seconding that resolution. He 
was happy to say he had bean one of those who were 
engaged in the field of labour, who bad been an eye- 
witness of the mournful spectacle of many lying pros- 
trate under the curse of an offended God. Although 
he wes unable to take up for himself the glory or dis- 
tinction of having been a very prominent labourer in 
the field, yet, perhaps, his testimony as an impartial 
witness might bave some w tin the matter. What- 
ever importance they might be disposed to attach to his 
words, he could only say that in that portion of india 
which it had been his province to visit, it could not be 
said that the Word of God was as nought. He should 
be doing disrepute to his own distinct conviction, 
and in the sight of his own eyes, ifhe undertook to 
stand up amongst those present and say that God's 
Word in those regions was returning to him void, and 
without bringing much gracious and blessed results to 
the glory — to the honour of His name. He did not 
pretend to stand amongst them as having had extensive 
experience amongst the missionary stations, He did not 
want them to go away with any mistaken notion of 
that kind, but etill he visited mission stations, in- 
spected mission schools, and through the medium of some 
fricnd interpreting, he had preached in mission churches. 
He had, from various circumstances, had opportunities 
of sceing what was going on, and what results were 
being reaped, and, from all he bad sean and heard, he 
was delighted to say that the Word of God was any- 
thing but returning void. (Ilear, hear.) But there 
was one matter which, perhaps, it was proper for him 
to set right, and that was the mistaken notion which 
prevailed amongst the Earopeans as to the condition of 
missions abroad. The poet had said, “ distance lends 
enchantment to the view,” and, certainly, this was veri- 
fied in the opinion of many concerning the converted 
natives of foreign countries. They thought that, as a 
matter of course, he should be an angel, read 
made, without wings. They expected impossibilities 
which never had come to pass in the Christian Church 
hitherto. These were very dangerous mistakes, and 
should not be made. What was the condition of the 
converts in the churches of old? Let them look in 
the epistle to the Philippians, St. Paul’s favourite 
church, where it was said, many walk of whom I have 
told you often, and new tell you, even weeping, that they 
are the enemies of the cross of Christ—whose end is de- 
struction— whose God is their belly, and whose glory is 
in their shame—whe mind earthly things.” He be- 
lieved that, even amongst thelr native congregations 
many such were to be found, and he had not 
the least doubt that his dear brother who was 
to follow him in addressing the meeting, would 
bear him out in that; but still he, at the same time, 
asserted that, by a comparison of congregation with 
congregation, they would not suffer auy disparagemet. 
He thought, if they put teide romance, exaggeration, 
and heated fancy, and were to look the matter straight

There were more 65,000 staunch 
Christians, more than 15,000 who were received as 
communicants, more than 500 teachers and school- 
masters, more than 41,000 boys were in the mission 
sehools, and more than 11,000 girls. Now, that was a 
fact which was not what a man mizht wish to see hap- 
pen, but which if he had eyes iu his head, he might go 
and look at. society had sustained some severe

self. He firmly, for his own „believed from what 
he had seen and heard in Dublin, that it was advance- 
ing in that metropolis ; and he was rejoiced to be able 
to tell that even the Black North was brightening 
up, and the re Dee commencing to melt. In 
Lurgan, Lisburn, fast, Coleraine, and Londonderry, 
the influence of the Spirit of the Lord was making 
itself more and more manitest every day. It was true 


the blessing had not come to them in these places, with- 
out the alloy of attendant evils, but what happiness in 
the world came without alloy? But how did the ad- 
vancement of spiritual religion at home con- 
tribute to’ Eas missionary works amongat the 
? He believed, first, by increasing en- 
couragement respecting those labours ; and he said this 
because he had felt it deeply within the last 
ten months. It was just now ten months 
since the Bishop of Ossory had written concerning the 
missions, and he said that,“ when human agency had 
done all it could do, there would remain great things 
to be done by God himself.” He had seen in a 
few weeks results take place which he had 
been forty-five years endeavouring to bring about, but 
was upable to see. In every particular it seemed clear 
that the advancement of religion at home tended to 
te it abroad, and by the multiplication of prayer 
„ wondrous uvforeseen benefits would start forth 
from where they had never been expected to arise. 
The rev. gentleman resumed his seat amid applause. 
The Rev. C. B. Leupolt, of Benares, seconded the 
resolution. After some prefatory remarks, the rev. 
s er said that the subject he wished to bring under 
the notice of the meeting was, first, the establishment 
of the misslon in Lucknow. In the kingdom of Oude, 
before the mutiny, there had never been a station, and 
it was thought that none could ever be made there; but 
the Lord, in His wisdom, had already raised a means of 
his own, past man's knowledge, by which His glorious 
urposes were being worked out. If they had asked 
im in 1856, “ Will you ever be able to have native pas- 
tors)” he might have felt God had power to bring such 
8 tate to pass, but it was not then yet possible to see how 
it could be done. There had been a conference held in 
1857, when the system of preaching and con- 
duct of the schools were represented, and they 
inquired how they were to go on for the pur- 
of bringing the Gospel home to the natives. 
hey knew that the great work of ¢vangelicatic:, 
of India lay in the hands of the mission, but as yet 
they were ignorant of how it was to be set in operation. 
But as conference after conferenge was being held, sud- 
denly the terrible mutiny broke out, and it, although 
followed by bloodshed and disaster, yet worked out a 
cause they had long struggled to grapple with. It was 
then thought, that small as the missionary labour was, 
itwould be entirely putan end to, but its effect had 
been the very contrary. Soon after it had com- 
meneed, unexpected and happy signs of growing 
religion were observable. One of the first efforts of the 
mission was to establish a station at Lucknow, and 
amongst the friends of the missionary cause were Mr. 
Cuthbert, and the well-known loved and respected Sir 
Robert Montgomery. n passing through the coun- 
try he (Mr. Leupolt) went through Allahabad, and he 
rejoiced to see that a number of native christians were 
there, and that all they required in the place was 
native pastors. He then went to Cawnpore; it 
was a place in which he had many friends ; he 
could mention thirty-five friends who had been 
murdered at that station. lle visited all the va- 
rious stations. lle could not sce how the English 
wore defeated by the rebels, for there were only 
13,000 men in the encampment, and on the other side 
there were 15,000. He could not see how General 
Wheeler could have been defeated. The rev. gentleman 
then proceeded to Lucknow, to where Sir Henry Have 
lock came. He had to come through great difficultie. 
in order to arrive there, but he rejoiced to fiad so many 
friends when he reached the place. He asked how they 
could be able to establish a mission, and was told, “ Let 
them have their prayers, and let thom haye their pures 
too.” (Hear, hear.) On one occasion they got 5,000 
rupees subscribed. If they had wanted more they 
would have got it. Some of the native Christians were 
found to be the most eloquent speakers, Molan was 
one of the most eloruent men he had ever heard 
(Hear, hear.) He had faith—he had faith in prayer— 
he had faith in living—he had faith in God, and 
they hoped that God would bless many others. 
Molan would rather die than deny the Godof the 
amissionary. He (Mr. Leupoit) would ask the meeting 
to pray earnestly that the Lord would give the poor 
ignorant Indians faith, ashe had given it them before. 
He asked, in the late mutiny how many Christians 
were murdered, and the universal reply was, that not a 
single native Christian had been found among the 
enemy. (Hear, hear.) Befoge the mutiny byoke ou’, 
the number of Christians could be numbere! 
by hundreds, and of all those not one single 
person who had been brought up ín the 
mission schools had taken part in the bloodshed 
Mr. Sterne had, during the past year, baptised more 
than half as many ashe had done during the last ten 
years, The natives thirsted to know that invisible 
power which was in the Christian, and which was in 
the Gospel, against which they could not stand. The) 
should not expect that all would become Christians 
He was preaching in Benares to a large number, and 
was speaking, when a native soldier, a Sepoy, came for- 
ward, and he rejoiced to gee ove who was faithful. He 
sald that they were — the Gospel axc at the tree 
of Hindoolsm, that had taken thousands of years to 
plant, and were placing another to take root in the soil, 
which should spread overall India, This, he (Mr. Leupolt) 
replied, was true, but the Hindoos Le walt unt! 
new trees cf hope and comfort were sent over from 
England. Tho mission required, above all things, a sup- 
ply of labourerg. In this they were deficient, and some 
remedy should be effected. They had great Irishmen 
amongst them ; Sir Henry Lawrence was an Irishman, 
Nicholson was an Irishman, ‘There were equally great 
men in the mission fileld—there was Mr. Breuse. He 
believed that mau more would come forth in the Lord's 
work. Besides working, they should also have their 
prayers, Ile would have them pray earnestly that the 
native Christians might be strong. ‘They should re- 
member that it was not by might nor by power that 
the number would be increased ; it was by the spirit of 
the Lord; and it was open to prayer that God would 
give his mission strength, that they might go forth in 
the power of Christ, and preach His Gospel to the souls 
of those amongst whom there was darkness. ‘They 
should pray that God might cause His name to shine 
among them. The rev. gentleman, aftor some other 
remarks, concluded with a prayer that God would grant 
all that he had before promised for lis name on behali 
of the ignorant and benighted. 

The Rev. Edwin Sidney, of Suffolk, proposed the fol. 
lowing resolution —“ That the increase of the native 
pastotats jp some of the older missions of the 
society in India, and the openings presented for 
missionary work in other parte of that vast 
country, hold out great encouragement as regards 
the 4 of Christianity tor the future.” 
He shortly referred tothe workings of the mission, and 
spoke warmly of its great results and increasing beucfits 
to the population of India. 

The Venerable Archdeacon of Kildare, Dr. Gregg, 
seconded the resolution. He said that meeting was 
the continuation and the conclusion of their great ga- 
therings on behalf of Christian causes. His kind friends 
had always, upon such occasions, given him per- 
mission to make a few remarks appropriate to 
their parting for another year. He thought the 
position of a man standing upon an exposed plat- 
form, surrounded by anxious faces, and hemmed 
in on all sides by etrating eyes, was a very 80 
lemn one, and calculated to impress with great force 
and weight the teaching he stood forth to give.

They should look to Jerusalem— 
holy, and glorious future before 
them—to the wondrous and happy gatherings in 
Heaven, when thousands and tens of thousands 
of white and lovely angels, would blow the breezes from 
its green plains and cast thoir odours round—when the 
contributions of the patriarchal worli—the prayers, the 
sufferings, and the joys, and the labours of struggling 
Christianity, would rise up as an offering before God. 
(Applause.) In the great swelling multitude not one 
error would be found in a single mind, but all erect in 
new created majesty, and standing about the throne of 
the Almighty, amidst the music and melody of heaven— 
where the angels would be seen cresting to their sum- 
mits the everlasting hills, and welcoming with trumpets 
of joy from the confines of paradise the salvation and 
redemption ofa world. (Loud applause ) 
The Doxology was then sung, and the meeting 
broke up. 
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ROMISH PROSELYTISM IN BANTRY 
WORKHOUSE. 

Ata meeting of the Bantry Board of Guardians, held 
on Wednesday, the 18th instant, the following letter, 
addressed to the Commissioners, was read by the clerk 
of the union, and the guardians unanimously resolve 
to request the Commissioners to desire a worn inves- 
tigation to be held into the matter referred to in it :— 

* Bantry, April 12th, 1860, 

“ Sias,—An occurrence has just taken place in Bantry 
Workhouse, of which I think it necessary that you should be 
informed. 

“On the 4th of March lost, I was requested to attend a 
Protestant man in the workhouse hospital, who was re pre 
sented as dving. Since that time I have visited him con 
stantiy at intervals of two or three dave. He always ex. 
pressed himself gratified at my visita, and frequently thanked 
me for them. (On calling on him to day, however, he told 
me that he had changed his opinions, and so did not see any 
necessity for my further attendence. He had, in fact. been 
induced te deolare himself a Roman Catholic. It seems that 
a systematic underhand influence was broucht to bear on 
him, in which the Roman Catholic priests having access to 
the workhouse were, one or more of them, implicated, 

“On one occasion, Cue, the man in quest ton, stated toa 
friend who bad called to see him, that the parish priest of 
this district, Sheghaa by name, had paid him a visit, saving 
that it was his usual practice to visit every one in the hos- 
pital: that at that time he had not any religious conversa. 
tion with him, and that he spoke at the door of the room 
for some time, privately, with the man who was attending 
as nurse, or in some such capacity. This latter circumstance 
was alluded to by Cue as if he thought there was some 
secret understanding between the priest and that man. As 
Cue waa the sole occupant of tte ward—no other person 
sleeping in it, wu the exception of the attendant—ijt con) | 
not have been for the purpose of seeing any Roman Catholic 
thot the visit was paid, 

„On the 20th March, when attending the hospital, I found 
a Roman Catholic priest at the door of Cue's room, speaking 
about him to the man above mentioved. When the priest 
saw me he turned quickly away, as if taken by surprise. In 
consequence of this, I asked Cue whether he desired to see 
any minister of any other denomination than the Church of 
Eugland or whether he had any doubt os to the truth of hi. 
religion? and he distingtly told me that he had no wish to 
see any other minister, and had no doubts whatsoever as to the 
truth of his religion. The nextday that I visited the house. 
immediately on coming within the grounds, I observed the 
master of the workhouse standing overseeing some men who 
were at work. As soon as he saw me, he ran off at full speed 
towards the house, entering it by a side deor gear the hoapi- 
tal. It coeurred to me at the wament that he had cone to 
give notice of my arrival, to as to guard against any euch 
surprise as that of the ſer mer day. As | passed through the 
house I met the master, and observed a degree of agitation of 
excitement in his manner not to be accounted for by any 
thing required of him in the honest discharge of his duty on 
the occasion, Inthe interval between my first seeing him, 
and my eubsequent meeting him, he had had abuadant time 
for warning apy person concerned of my approach. 

“It now appears that constant efforts, carefully concealed 
from me, were made to induce Cue to change his religion. 
Without such efforts, no change of this description coul 
have been wrought in the opinions of the man. A ease like 
this should not, I think, be parsed over in silence. Cue had 
been for a long time capable of receiving so little nourishment 
that it was a matter of gurprise that he continued to exist. 
He also frequently complamed to me of bis mind wandering 
and of finding great difficulty in collecting his thoughts; and 
his statement with respect to his mind was corroberated by 
the testimony of his attendant. It would be a great gries 
ance if no measures were taken to protect a man, when ex- 
henated bath in mind and body. from eol unwarrantable in- 


terference, and to deter public officials from making use or 
their position to eountenance and aid such interference. 

“It may not be beside the question to mention that the 
master of the workhouse represented to the bead of guar- 
diane, assembled yesterday, the des re of Cue to change hi 
religion, in a manner which seemed to one, at least, of the 
guardians as very officions, and that at the same time he 
asserted that on my visiting Cue on the previous day, the 
latter had told me that he did not want to see me any more— 
a statement which was utterly unttue, Cue not having said 
any such thing to me. Also, on the evening of the same 
day, the Lith instant, when Cue was visited by a Protestant 
friend and relative, the master, himself a Romanist, as like- 
wise is every official resident in the workhouse, entered the 
room nominally for the purpose of making some inquiry re- 
specting his medicine, and though he at once received an 
answer, remained there. close to the bed of the sick man. 
until the friend departed. Altogether I think the master 
has mixed himeelf up in the matter in a manner quite incon- 
sistent with the impartial position he ought to oeeupy as 
master of the workhouse.—I am, your obedient servant, 
ALexaxpern R. Wiso, Clk.
